A Word About Monopoly. 

We trust that we may be éxcnsad fora 
few more words upon a subject that we have 
already discussed perhaps sufficiently. We 
see in various papers, chiefly Radical, and 
hear from some individuals, statements 
actually seeming like complaints, that ws 
of the Cougnire-JOURNAL have a monopoly 
of the English press of Louisville. The 
matter is spoken of as if it involved or im- 
plied some wrong.on our part, seme injus- 
tice, or at least some want of fairness or 


liberality. Thisis strange indeed. When 


the Louisville Courter and the Louis- 
ville JOURNAL were published as separate 
papers, both were first-class papers. Both 
were popular. Both had large and fast- 
increasing subscription lists. Both would 
have fully succeeded if two_papers of their 
high ordér could have succeeded in this 
city. But experience showed that the ad- 
vertising hete was not enough to susmin 
two such papers in the expensive eacrgy 
and enterprise mecessary to enable then 
to supports their competition with 
each other and with the papers 
ef Cincinnati and other  neighbor- 
ing cities, for, although their incomes 
were very large, their expenses absorbed 
all. Instead, therefore, of keeping up a 
bootess trialof endurance, they combined 
their names, their talents, their subscrip- 
tiona, their fortunes, and their lives. The 
result was the CouRIEn-JouRNAL. And this 
is the “monopoly,” as some few invidiously 
denomjnate it. We interfere with therights 
ofno man or body of men. We have no 
charter as publishers except the great 
charter of personal freedom that belongs to 
ell. If any man chooses to publish another 
paper here, and if, whether alone or backed 
by friends, he can raise the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars necessary to enable 
bim to make a thorough experiment, the 
way is as open and free to him as it ever 
was tous. We neitherhare nor claim any 


exclusive privileges. 


If a town supports but one preacher, he 
has, we suppose, what might be called a 
monopoly of preaching; if but ore hotel- 
keeper, he has amonopoly of hotel-keeping; 
if but one blacksmith, he has a monopoly 
of blacksmithing; yet all other preachers, 
hotel-keepers, and blacksmiths have a 
perfect right to inaugurate competition 
there, and you have no right to say to the 
three unoffending individuals, why do you 
presume te preach sermons aad lodge tray- 
elers and shoe horses when there are none 
to preach sermons and lodge travelers and 
shoe horses in competition with you? Mo- 
nopoly is an ungrateful and odious word, 
and it may be made an ungrateful and 
odious thing. But the thing cannot prop- 
erly be said to exist where every man has 
the same rights as every other man. Call 
the CouRIER-JOURNAL & monopoly, but, 
if itis one, it is at least a salutary one 
to the people, as most of them kaow and 
as all of them should know. Less than a 
year ago we almost daily heard Louisville 
merchants complaining of their heavy ex- 
penses in advertising. They said, 
that, as there were several papers 
here, some read by one portion of the 
community and some by another, they 
could not, without advertising in all, brinz 
their stocks of goods to the notict of the 
masses, and certainly there was truth in 
this view of the matter. They felt that 
they were subjected to a hardship, which, 
in unprosperous or even in moderately 
prosperous times, they could ill bear. But, 
by the combination of the papers, by the 
“monopoly,” as it is styled, the means are 
furnished by which a man, advertising in 
one paper, can send his advertisement to 
more readers than he could by publishing 
it in all the papers formerly issued here, 
for the circulation of the Courmr-Jour- 
NAL both in the city and outside of the 
city is greater than the aggregate circula- 
tion of the whole of them was.- An ad- 
vertiser, by paying one price, reaches more 
readers than he ever reached bg paying 
several prices, for the circulation of this 
paper is, within a vastly extensive sphere, 
general and all but universal. To say 
nothing of Louisville and Kentucky, it un- 
dou!.tedly has a larger circulation through 
the South than all other papers outside of 
the South have ever had. Let our mer- 
chants decide then whether they should 
not congratulate themselves instead of 
complaining. We believe that nearly the 
whole of them understand the matter as 
well as we do. 

If we are monopolists, it should at least 
be conceded that we are among the most 
unselfish and generous of nionopolists. We 
do not use the power which monopolists 
possess and are generally reputed to use. 
When we ceased to have any substantial 
competition, we might, if so disposed, have 
largely increased our. rates of advertising, 
and sti]l the masses would have been im- 
pelled by their obvious interests to advér- 
tise with us. But, considering the multi- 
plied advantages we offer, our rates are 
absolutely lower than those of any news-
